DREISER INDICTED 
IN KENTUCKY WIT 
WOMAN ASSOCIATE 


Charged With Living To- 
gether at Hotel During 
Investigation of Strike 


Conditions.

PIN&z VILLE, Ky., Nov. 10. — 


Theodore Dreiser, novelist, and Ma- 
rie Pergain were indicted by the 
Bell County grand jury here to- 
day on charges of adultery. The 
offense is a misdemeanor under 
Kentucky law. 

The indictment charged the of- 
fense was committed here during 
the tour of*the Southeastern Ken- 
tucky coal fields by Dreiser and a 


committee of writers investigating 
the fatal outbreaks in the coal 
fields in the labor controversy last 
summer. It was signed by W. A. 
Brock, commonwealth’s attorney, 
and R. N. Cornett, a retired mer- 
chant, foreman of the grand jury. 

Bond for each was fixed at $200, 
but court attaches said the war- 
rants would not be served unless 
the defendants returned to Ken- 
tucky, as a misdemeanor is not an 
extraditable offense. A fine of $20 
to $50 on conviction is provided by 
law. 

The 60-year-old author of “An 
American Tragedy,” on being told 
yesterday the charges were being 
investigated, issued a statement de- 
nying them and saying it was im- 
possible for him to have been 
guilty. 

Circuit Judge Jones, in charging 
the Bell County grand jury, said 
witnesses had sworn to a warrant 
charging Dreiser and a young wom- 


hotel here. The warrant has noi 
been served on the novelist. 

Dreiser, at Bristol, Va., in denying 
the allegation, said he enjoyed “the 
companionship of ladies’’ and was 
“fond of their conversation,” and 
that “‘the perjured evidence of 
Judge Jones’ court” would be pow- 
erless to prove any serious charges. 

“The actions of Dreiser and the 
woman at a hotel aroused suspi- 
cion,’’ Prosecutor Walter B. Smith 
stated. 

“An investigator rapped on the 
door to the woman’s room, but she 
was not there. 

“She was seen going into Dreis- 
er’s room. Investigators took some 
toothpicks and stood them against 
the door of Dreiser’s room. Hours 
later the toothpicks had nect been 
disturbed.” 

Judge Jones also charged the 
grand jury to determine whether 
acts of criminal syndicalism were 
committed at meetings of miners 
conducted by the Dreiser commit- 
tee, and to return indictments if 
justified. He said had he been 
Governor he would have placed 
State troops. on the border and 
never permitted the writers to enter 
Kentucky. 

The last two members of Dreis- 
er’s committee were leaving the 
State today after visiting miners 
charged with murder at Mount 
Sterling and Winchester. The writ- 
ers, John Dos Passos and M. P. 
Levy, assured the defendants they 
would have full legal service for 
their trials. 


DOHENY SUED FOR $1,920,000 


Oil Stockholders Say He Should 

Pay Amount Given’to U. 5S.

LOS ANGELES, Cal., Nov. 10.— 
Another suit growing out of the 
alleged Doheny-Fall oil frauds in 
the Elk Hills Naval Reserve oil 
field was filed in Surerior Court 
yesterday by stockholders who de- 
manded payment of $1,920,886 
from E. lL. Doheny, the oil mag- 
nate. 

The suit, filed by Arthur Morris 
and F. L. Gardner, who said they 
represented numerous stockhold- 
ers, that as a result of the 
transactions, the Pan-American 
Petroleum Corporation, a sub- 
sidiary of the Pan-American 
Western Petroleum Co., was forced 
to pay the Government an amount 
equivalent to the oil taken from 
the leases, $1,920,886.94. The 
stockholders, owners of the stock 
in Pan-American Western, allege 
that Doheny personally is responsi- 
ble for the money paid to the Gov- 
ernment and should make reim- 


bursement..

LONDON, Nov. 10.—Reparations 
and war debt schedules, combining 
in a system of “crazy economy,” 


have caused the distressing econom- 
ic situation in which the world 
finds itself, Prinie Minister Ram- 
say MacDonald said today in his 
first speech before the new Parlia- 
ment, 

“As long as the will of man 
forces an unnatural economic ad- 
justment upon the world, the world 
never will succeed or prosper,” he 
declared. 

“It is impossible,” he said, “to 
decree that without regard to cir- 
cumstances certain blocks of gold 
shall be transferred from one na- 
tion to another without resulting 
in impoverishment of the nation 
which hands out the gold and ul- 
timately of that which receives it. 

“It is mecessary to get into con- 
tact at once—and this is already 
being done—with the nations 
chiefly concerned so that we may 
extricate ourselves from this ab- 
surd entanglement of the impossi- 
ble.”’ 

He said he attached the highest 
importance to Premier Laval’s vis- 
it to the United States, and he ex- 
pressed the hope that it would lead 
first of all to an understanding be- 
tween France and Germany. 

“In the full and final under- 
standing, however,” he said, “ev- 
ery nation involved must be a par- 
ty to the agreement. That is the 
policy of this Government.” 

Signs of Better Business, 

The new Cabinet will covern ex- 
actly as promised in the platform 
on which its members were elected, 
MacDonald told the House in de- 
bate on the King’s address. The 
Ministry asked for blanket author- 
ity to solve the nation’s problems, 
got it, and intends to exercise it, he 
said. ‘ 

“The cost of living may go up 
slowly,” he declared, “but it will 
not go one farthing above the limit 
necessary to revive world trade. Ef- 
fective s‘.ps will be taken to pre- 
vent profiteering.” 

He said there were distinct signs 
of improvement in industry and he 
promised that, if indications of 
“dumping” were found, the Govern- 
ment would ask Parliament for 
power to deal.with it. 

Geoffrey Lloyd, Conservative, 
said in an address of thanks to 
the speech from the throne that 
millions of British peoples were 
looking to the House of Commons 
with anxiety and “there were many 
hoping that the House will estab- 
lish a system of protective tariffs 
because they think it will help 
them to get work.” The Govern- 
ment would have the overwhelming 
support of the country, he said, if 
it took measures to prevent large 
import: which would forestall ulti- 
mate legislation. 

George w—ansbury, speaking as 
leader of the Labor opposition, 
charging the Government was not 


National but had won office by 
“chicanery and fraud,” said the 


Labor opposition would put before 
the House provosals for dealing 
with the -econ- sic crisis. 

Lansbury, shaggy-bearded parlia- 
mentary veteran, shocked the 
House by waving a copy of the 
King’s speech opening Parliament 
and describing it as “this innocuous 
document, full of nothing from be- 
ginning to end.” 

King Opens Parliament. 

George V, wearing the crown of 
empire and ermine robes over the 
scarlet uniform of a field marshal, 
today opened the new National 
Parliament, whose task is to rescue 
the nation from its financial and 
industrial ills. 

Speaking from the great golden 
throne in the House of Lords, his 
majesty bade the new Government 
godspeed in its undertakings. “My 
people have given you an emphatic 
mandate,” he said in a voice which 
rang clearly through the chamber, 
“and we expect you to achieve suc- 
cess.”” 

The monarch laid special empha- 
sis upon the benefits which he be- 
lieves may be produced by next 
year’s disarmament conference. 
“My Government intends to pursue 
the policy of peace and good will,” 
he said, “they will continue their 
active interest in the work of the 
League of Nations, and they will 
give close attention to preparations 
for the approaching disarmement 
conference, a successful result of 
which would produce great and 
universal benefit.” 

Queen Mary, wearing a crown 
and magnificent robes sat on his 
left. On the King’s right was fhe 
Prince of Wates, in scarlet and er- 
mine. Light shone from the lofty 
ceiling upon a blaze of jewels worn 
by the wives of the peers, They 
sat on either side of the House 
and the Lords were packed closely 
in the center. 

Ride in Golden Coach. 

The King and Queen rode. to 
Westmister in state, cheered by 
thousands of their subjects as their

SILVER RISES TO NEW HIGH 
FOR FIFTH DAY--37 1-4 CENTS 


Price Also Mounts in London; Trad- 
ing in Futures Continues in 
Great Volume.

NEW YORK, Nov. 10.—Silver 
rose to another new 1931 high to- 
day for the fifth consecutive busi- 
ness day. Today's advancewas 1% 
cents an ounce, and brought the 
spot price to 37% cents. In Lon- 
don the metal also reached a new 
2931 high at 219-16 pence an 
ounce, 

Meanwhile, trading in silver fu- 
tures continued of huge proportions 
on the National Metal Exchange. 
During the first half of the day 
transactions on that exchange 
amounted to 3,275,000 ounces, or 
nearly half of the 7,500,000 ounce 
total for the entire day yesterday, 
when previous records for volume 
on the exchange were broken. 

The boom in silver, which al- 
ready has caused the reopening of 
a mine in Nevada, has been stimu- 
lated by the disturbances in Man- 
churia and trading has been 
whipped into a frenzy as buyers 
seek to anticipate an eager demand 
fer the metal should the trouble 
become more serious. For centur- 
ies silver has been regarded as the 
principal measure of value by the 
great masses of Oriental peoples, 
although China is the only impor- 
tant country where silver is the 
monetary standard. Bankers and 
bullion dealers ascribe the bull in 
the metal to speculation by New 
York interests. 


DREDGES TRYING TO CLEAR 
PASSAGE IN PANAMA CANAL 


Slide Dumps 250,000 Square Yafds 
of Earth Into Gaillard 
Cut.

BALBOA, C. Z., Nov. 10. 
Dredges are endeavoring to clear 
a ship channel through the Gaillard 
cut of the Panama Canal, which 
was blocked by a landslide follow- 
ing heavy rains. 

The east bank of the cut gave 
way early -.sterday, dumping near- 
ly 250,0C0 square yards of earth 
into the canal, which is 100 yards 
wide at that point, and “‘illing it to 
within 25 feet of the surface. The 
bank cracked 1000 feet back from 
the canal, threatening the canal 
with heavier slides. Shipping al- 
ready had been tied up by a flood 
in Gatun Lake. 


ATLANTIC GALES DELAY LINERS

IS ABANDONED IN 
NEW YORK CITY 


Italian Foreign Minister Will 
Be Rushed to Washing- 
ton Train in Closed Car 
Heavily Guarded. 


FEAR OF ANTI-FASCIST 
DISTURBANCE CAUSE 


State Department Officials 
Put Veto on Plans to Wel- 


come Visitor Just as They 


Are Almost Complete.

NEW YORK, Nov. 10.—Foreign 
Minister Dino Grandi will be 
rushed through New York in a 
closed car under heavy police 


guard when he arrives from Italy 
next Monday for conferences with 
President Hoover. 

State Department officials con- 
ferred today with Maj. William P. 
Deegan, chairman of the Mayor's 
Committee for Reception of Dis- 
tinguished Guests, and the pre- 
pared city reception was definitely 
abandoned. 

Under the present plan Grandi 
will be taken to his liner’s Hudson 
River pier on the liner, not being 
taken off at quarantine as is usual 
for officials of high rank. A closed 
car will be waiting at the pier and 
with heavy police guard the Italian 
Foreign Minister, against whose 
presence here anti-Fascist organi- 
zations have threatened to make 
demonstrations, will be taken di- 
rectly to the Pennsylvania Station 
to entrain for Washington. Plans 
for these demonstrations have per- 
turbed the State Department. 

When halted by today’s insist- 
ence of the Washington officials, 
Warren D. Robbins, chief of the 
State Department's protocol divi- 
sion, and Capt. Eugene Regnier, 
Secretary of State Henry L. Stim- 
son's military aid, the city’s prep- 
arations had almost been complet- 
ed. Chancellor Elmer E. Brown 
of New York University had been 
named chairman of a Special Re- 
ception Committee of 125 promi- 
nent bankers, industrialists and 
leaders of Italian organizations. A 
welcome similar to that recently 
accorded Premier Pierre Laval of 
France was planned, with a _ ride 
down the bay in the Macom, a tri- 
umphal procession up Broadway 
and a public reception at City Hall 

After a conference of almost two 
hours with the State Department 
officials and Maj. Deegan this aft- 
ernoon, Mayor Walker officially 
announced that Grandi would be 
given no reception on his arrival 
here, but would be taken direct to 
the station from the pier. The con- 
ferees said they were aware of 
statement@ that there might be 
demonstrations by anti-Fascists, but 
expressed the opinién that the city 
police wolud “be able to cope with 
the situation.” Mayor Walker said 
that on his way home Grandi would 
be received at City Hall, but that 
no other ceremonies were planned. 


BROTHER-IN-LAW OF HOOVER 
ARRESTED ON LIQUOR CHARGE 


C. Van Ness Leavitt Pleads Not 
Guilty When Arraigned at 
Santa Monica, Cal.

SANTA MONICA, Cal., Nov. 10. 
—The arrest of C. Van Ness Leav- 
itt, brother-in-law of Presiden‘ 
Herbert Hoover, on a charge of 
possession of 19 pints of liquor was 
learned here today. 

Leavitt was taken into custody 
late yesterday with Cliff Dailey by 
two Federal prohibition agents and 
a local policeman. He said the 
liquor was not his but had been 
placed in his hands when Dailey 
saw the officers approaching. The 
arrest was made in a grocery 
owned by Dailey. The prisoners 
were released on $250 bail each. 
They appeared in Police Court to- 
day and pleaded not guilty. Leav- 
itt, who is 57 years old, is the 
husband of the President's sister. 
Mary Hoover Leavitt. 

As the two Federal agents en- 
ter the front door of the grocery 
store, the local policeman appeared 
at the back door. Leavitt was ar- 
rested as he emerged from the 
back door with the liquor in a gun- 
ny sack. Leavitt said Dailey saw 
the officers and harded him the 
sack, saying, “Here, take it out.” 
Leavitt said he did not know wha*t 
the sack contained.

CHICAGO, Nov. 10.—Evidence 


that the Al Capone gang is round- 
ing up the $600,000 in stolen bonds 
offered by Gus Winkler in 
change for his freedom at Lincoln, 
Neb., was disclosed today at a con- 
ference with the “Secret Six” of 
the Chicago Association of Com- 


merce. ‘ 

Winkler has promised Nebraska 
authorities that he will deliver the 
$600,000 in negotiables and give as- 
surance that the remainder of the 
more than $2,000,000 taken was 
destroyed in such substantial form 


it can be reissued and in turn ab- 
sorbed as assets again by seven 
Nebraska banks, thereby enhanc- 
ing the accounts of more than 13,- 
000 depositors. 

Winkler is now free on $100,000 
in surety bonds, and he seeks a 
nolle prossing of charges against 
him in cennection with the bank 
robbery in return for the bonds he 
says he will dig up for the banks. 

Nebraska authorities were in a 
quandary, according to word here, 
as to what action they shall take. 
They do not want to be put in the 
position of dealing with gangsters, 
according to Gov. C. W. Bryan, 
and Attorney-General C. A. Soren- 
son says he does not want to re- 
lease Winkler unless it is proved 
that Winkler is innocent. 

Meantime, County Prosecutor 
Max Toule is negotiating with bank- 
ers in Nebraska to arrange for the 
return of the bonds. 

Story of Investigator. 

As narrated by Sergt. Roy Stef- 
fens of Chicago, attached to the 
Secret Six, the story sums up 4as 
follows: 

“The Lincoln National Trust & 
Savings Bank was robbed in Sep- 
tember, 1930, of more than $2, 
000,000 in bonds and $25,000 in 
cash, by seven men who drove up 
to the bank in a big car. 

“Until April, 1931, there were no 
arrests, and no suspects were iden- 
tufied. 

“Eventually we got a tip, and at 
the same time the State police got 
a tip that 15 men would be found 
in East St. Louis who might know 
of this robbery. 

“The Secret Six, the Illinois 
State police, under Chief Walter R. 
Moody, with Sergeants Hal Roberts 
and O. W. Kempster of Sterling; 
Charles Touzinsky and myself, went

to 351 East Broadway in East St. 


Louis. In a raid there we seized 
15 men. Some of these men were 
believed to be responsible for the 
Valentine day massacre here in Chi- 
cago, others were wanted for bank 
and postoffice robberies, gang mur- 
ders and kidnapings. 
25 Years for O’Connor. 

“Thomas P. O’Connor, who was 
sentenced to 25 years in prison on 
a burglary charge, was taken. Fred 
Burke and Gus Winkler, wanted 
also with O’Connor, were all indict- 
ed for the American Tobacco Co. 
robbery in Louisville. Pictures of 
the men taken were sent to Lincoln 
and out of the group identifications 
were made of Jack Britt, Phil 
Bailey, Eddie Larue, Howard Lee 
and Gus Winkler. 

“The Lincoln Prosecuting Attor- 
ney, Max Towle, sent warrants for 
Lee, Britt and O’Connor. Lee and 
O’Connor have since been found 
guilty and sentenced to 26 years 
each in prison. A jury disagreed 
on Britt, who will be tried again.

Allen then left the apartment, 
police said, drove five miles to 
the home of a friend with whom 
he was to have gone hunting to- 
day and procured a shotgun. Re- 
turning to the apartment, he 
found Donaldson just leaving, it 
is alleged and shot him from close 
range. 

Donaldson was taken to the 
Bryn Mawr Hospital, where he 
died 15 minutes after being ad- 
mitted. 

Miss Rose Allen, the sister over 
whom, police say, the altercation 


arose, was not at home when 
Donaldson called. Allen was de- 
nied bail pending a preliminary 
hearing.

A second special delivery letter 
from the kidnapers who seized Al- 
exander Berg, 57-year-old million- 
aire fur dealer, last Friday eve- 
ning, has been received by Mrs. 


Berg and her advisers. Today was 
the fourth of Berg's captivity. 

The letter’s content was not dis- 
closed. Morris G. Levinson, attor- 
ney and chief of Mrs. Berg’s ad- 
visers, declined to .comment, 

In a previous special delivery let- 
ter, mailed to Mrs. Berg at the 
Park Plaza Hotel, from East St. 
Louis, four hours after the abduc- 
tion, Berg wrote, apparently at the 
dictation of his captors, that he was 
well and that money should be 
raised in preparation for a ransom 
demand. 

Berg will have been in captivity 
four full days at 6 o'clock tonight. 
During that period the police have 
carried on an intensive day and 
night search to locate the place 
where he is held. Chief of Police 
Gerk and Chief of Detectives Kaiser 
told reporters today, however, that 
police had “got nowhere.”

~ REDISTRICTING ACT 


Henri Chouteau Attacks Right 
to Elect Missouri Con- 
gressmen at Large. . 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. | 
JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 10.—A 
new legal proceeding, designed to 
determine whether Missouri has 
13 congressiona)] districts or none 
at all, was filed in Cole County 
Circuit Court here by Henri Chou- 
teau of St. Louis. 

Chouteau wishes to run for the 
Républican nomination for Con- 
gress in the new Ninth Missouri 
District, as constituted in the bill 
passed by the last Legislature, but 
vetoed by Gov. Caulfield. The pro- 
ceeding is an injunction suit to re- 
strain the Secretary of State from 
accepting any official declarations 
of candidacy for Congressmen-at- 
large. Hearing of the application 
was set for Friday before Judge 
Stillwell. 

Secretary of State Becker offici- 
ally holds that no congressional 
district boundaries now exist in the 
State, and that all candidates for 
Missouri's 13 seats in Congress 
next year will have to run at large. 
Mandamus proceedings are pend- 
ing in the Supreme Court to com- 
pel him to accept the filing of 
John J. Carroll of St. Louis as a 
candidate for the Democratic nom- 
ipvation in the new Tenth District. 

Carroll and Chouteau are con- 
tending that the Governor's veto 
was ineffective, as they say the 
redistricting measure did not re- 
ouire the Governor's signature. The 
Minnesota Supreme Court, in a 
similar case in that State, decided 
that the Governor's veto was void 
and the redistricting act was in 
force. 


A new map of St. Louis, as to 
State senatorial districts for the 
1232 election, has been drawn by 
Miss.Emma Bobb, chief clerk of 
the St. Louis Election Board, for 
the use of the Circuit Judges, who 
may alter it as they see fit. In the 
reapportionment of the State as to 
senatorial districts, done by the 
Governor, Secretary of State and 
Attorney-General Shartel, seven 
of the State’s 34 districts were zgiv- 
en to St. Louis, instead of the for- 
mer six. It ts the duty of the Cir- 
cuit Judges to fix the ward and 
precinct boundaries of these seven 
districts within the city, and Miss 
sobb made her tentative map for 
their guidance. She- said that her 
aim was to form compact and con- 
tiguous districts, of approximately 
equal population, without consid- 
ering the partisan complexion of 
different sections. 

Whatever the Judges 
action will probably be attacked 
in the courts by the Democratic 
State Committee, which will con- 
tend that the State officials acted 
without legal authority. The Con- 
stitution says that these officials 
shall redistrict the State, as to sen- 
atorial districts, when the Legis- 
lature fails to do so, as the last 
Legislature failed.

PROPOSED BY BANKERS, 


Savings Thus Made Would Go 
Into Fund to Build 
Up Credit. 


WHITE SULPHUR SPRINGS, 
W. Va., Noy. 10:—The Investment 
Bankers’ Association yesterday 
urged the establishment of a na- 
tional revolving fund and a cut in 
wages to preserve and build up the 


credit ot America’s railroads, 
whose earnings, the association's 
committee reported, will probably 
be less this year than in the post- 
war deflation year of 1921 

The association did not suggest 
a source for the revolving fund, 
but Lee L. Daly of St. Lonis, 
spokesman of the committee, in- 
terpreted the report to the conven- 
tion as recommending “a _ reduc- 
tion in wages for ae revolving 
fund.” There was no other expla- 
nation of the fund plan. 

Discussing the real estate bond 
situation, the association decided 
that prompt action by bondholders’ 
protective committees, acting pub- 
licly, rather than behind closed 
doors, will do much to preserve 
real estate bond values. The Real 
Estate Committee estimated that 
about 60 per cent, or $°,500,000,- 
000 of real estate bonds are in dis- 
tress. 

The association took action to 
protect the holders of more than 
$7,000,000,000 of foreign bonds in 
America, by empowering the Insti- 
tute of International Finance to 
oppose the issuance of bonds for 
foreign countries that have de- 
faulted on interest. The institute 
is supported by the association, 
and its opposition, it is argued, 
would amount to a capital block- 
ade against a defaulting foreign 
borrowes. | 

Aid for Railroads. 

The railroad report recommend- 
ed for the solution of rail diffi- 
culties: 

“Greater freedom to the rail- 
roads to meet effectively, by rate 
changes, the competition of other 
forms of transportation. 

“The appointment of a commis- 
sion to take into consideration the 
problems arising out of the growth 
of all forms of competing trans- 
portation; to make recommenda- 
tions of measures designed for 
their regulation and co-ordination, 
and to recommend legislation that 
would enable railroads to compete 
fairly with new and old forms of 
transportation.” 

The Real Estate Committee said 
many bondholders’ protective com- 
mittees were indifferent to the 
interests of investors, it recom- 
mended oublic exposure of com- 
mittees which attempted to. ac- 
quire control of property or which 
exacted unreasonkhble fees. It said 


that if these evils were eliminated 
| much might be salvaged from de- 
| faulted real estate issues. 

| Aviation Readjustment. 

The Foreign Securities’ Commit- 
| tee expressed faith in witimate re- 
‘covery of foreign dollar bonds, 
| and the Aviation Committee said 
| readjustment of that industry had 
been completed. The stability of 
the Federal land banks was 
praised by the Governmert and 
Farm Loan Bonds Committee, 
which supported legislative meas- 
ures to permit merger of joint 
' stock land banks in certain areas, 
and attacked the proposal to de- 
clare a moratorium on agricultur- 
| al debts. 

| Mergers were found valuable in 
| the field of oil and gas by the Oil 
and Gas Committee, which expect- 
| ed new industrial uses of natural 
_ gas to help in this field.

But it is vitally important for the peo 
‘ple that the House of Representatives shall again be 
a representative body, capacitated again for serving 
‘the popular welfare.

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A MARRIAGE IN ISLAM. 

The Arabian Nights live again in the announce 
‘ment that the former Caliph’s daughter is betrothed 
_to the Nizam’s son, heir to what is said to be the 
world’s greatest fortune. True, the ceremony will 
not be at Bagdad, seat of the Caliphs in their prime, 
but at Nice, the city of exiles. The marriage set- 
tlement, however, has a splendor reminiscent of 
Haroun al Raschid’s opulent days—jewels valued at 
a million and treasure totaling $200,000. The treas- 
ury of Hyderabad still holds the wealth of a medieval 
monarch, while the Caliph has been brought to exile 
and dependence on the Nizam’s largess, now in- 
creased to $2000 a month. Mohammed’s successor 
in ruling Islam’s 300,000,000 votaries, cousin of Tur- 
key’s last Sultan, the Caliph lost his power when 
Mustapha Kemal separated church and state: The 
Caliphate’s waning power had been shown in the 
World War, when Turkey’s proclamation of a holy 
war failed to rouse the faithful, and Moslem fought 
against Moslem. 

Now a marriage of state may arouse anew the 
hopes of Islam’s orthodox. This pair unites the 
spiritual power of Allah’s viceregent with the treas- 
ure chests of his strongest supporter; their heir 
might in time be hailed as the “true Caliph.” Mod- 
ern Turkey, rapidly becoming Westernized under an 
_agnostic ruler, offers little hope, but the Nizam has

Hoover-Laval agreement to uphold gold standard does not end silver movement, for 
international bimetalism-is based upon both metals; as practiced by Latin nations 
up to 1873, either was legal tender, at ratio of about 15'/z to 1; when silver fell 
below that, demand was stimulated that automatically brought it back up to par.

STRANGE error constantly crops out 
A in the discussion of the money prob- 

lem. Newspaper accounts of the Hoo- 
ver-Laval meeting assumed that the deci- 
sion to uphold the gold standard meant 
the end of the movement to re-establish 
silver as a money metal. Not at all! In- 
ternationar bimetalism does not imply aban- 
donment of the gold standard. On the 
contrary, it is supposited on it. The gold 
standard is government obligation to re- 
deem the dollar, pound sterling or franc 
in a fixed quantity of gold, so many ounces 
fine, at all times and under all circum- 
stances. - 

While international bimetalism retains 
the obligation of the government to re- 
deem its money in gold on demand, it at 
the same time establishes a fixed ratio be- 
tween gold and silver, minting either freely 
at that ratio for anyone that may choose 
to bring the metal to it, so that debts may 
be discharged in either metal. 

The Latin Union, embracing France, Bel- 
gium, Switzerland, Italy and Greece, made 
both silver and gold legal tender in this 
way. No man paid in silver unless that 
metal fell below the established ratio of 
15% to lL. The very demand for silver 
then brought it back to parity. The vital 
thing was that no one could lose by being 
compelled to accept silver, because the gov- 
ernments named were obliged to give him 
gold for silver at sight at the fixed ratio. 

Although the Latin Union, as such, did 
not come definitely into being until 1865, 
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its principles had been practiced by France, 
supported by the Latin countries, since 
1803. From that year to 1873, nearly three- 
quarters of a century, free coinage of both 
metals at the fixed ratio resulted in s0 
stabilizing them that the fluctuations never 
reached a full point—i. e., never amounted 
to 16% to 1 nor fell to 14% to 1; this 
despite the fact that in that period there 
was a sevenfold fluctuation in the relative 
output of the metals. Before the discover- 
jes in California, Australia and the Ural 
Mountains, the annual output of gold, in 
money value, was only half that of silver. 
After these discoveries, it grew to three and 
a half times that of silver. 

It was the gold indemnity of five mil- 
liards (billions) levied on France by Ger- 
many after the Franco-Prussian War, that 
forced France to abandon the practice of 
redeeming silver in gold and wrecked in- 
ternational bimetalism. 

The question was queered for us here in 
America by the advocacy of the free coin- 
age of silver by the United States acting in- 
dependently and without seeking interna- 
tional co-operation. That step, as we know. 
would have spelled dishonor, because it 
could only have resulted in the world flood- 
ing us with silver, draining us of gold and 
thus inevitably committing us to the silver 
standard and a 50-cent dollar. By inter- 
national bimetalism, on the other hand, it 
is the available amount of the money meta! 
for the world’s uses that alone is affected, 
not the gold standard.

T HAS been commonly predicted that the

When its faults and virtues had 
been demonstrated, he argued, 
“then the friends of agriculture 
should unite and correct its weak- 
nesses.” 

Referring to price reductions in 
recent months to most of the Fed- 
eration’s member organizations, in- 
cluding the Sanitary Milk Produc- 
ers in St. Louis, where-the retail 
price also was reduced from 13 to 
11 cents a quart, Hartke remarked 
that most of them seemed justified 
by lower prices to consumers, 

Selling Milk at Loss. 

“We must recognize,” he contin- 
ued, “that capital used in handling 
our product is entitied to a fair 
return and must not be impaired. 
On the other hand, capital must 
recognize that the farmer, in spite 
of a very efficient operation in pro- 
ducing milk, is selling at a loss

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SHARTEL ORDERS 
INVESTIGATION OF 
MINE DISORDERS 


Sends Assistant to Higgins- 
ville Where Beating of 35 
Non-Union Workers Led 
to Closing of Shafts. 


By the Jefferson-City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 10.— 
Attorney-General Shartel an- 
nounced yesterday he was sending 
Assistant Attorney-General J. D. 
Purteet to Higginsville to assist au- 
thorities of Lafayette County in in- 
vestigation of mob violence against 
nonunion miners last Tnursday, and 
to assist in preventing recurrence 
of the disorders. 

He said he would send other in- 
vestigators to help the Sheriff and 
Prosecuting Attorney, if needed, and 
that if threats of further violence 
continued, he would recommend to 
Gov. Caulfield that the National 
Guard be called out to preserve or- 
der. 

“The people of this State are 
tired of the wave of crime and vio- 
lence which constitutes a _ direct 
challenge to the authorities, Shar- 
tel said. He pointed out that, in 
addition to the violence at Higgins- 
ville, there have been repeated acts 
of viclence in the St. Louis milk 
strike, and that theaters have been 
bombed in Kansas City recently 
in connection with labor trouble. 

Operators Appeal to Governor. 

Shartel made the announcement 
following a conference with Gov. 
Caulfield on the situation at Hig- 
ginsville. 

As has been told, a delegatign of 
coal mine operators from Higgins- 
ville and Corder called on Gov. 
Caulfield Saturday and asked for 
protection for their mines and non- 
union miners, following an outbreak 
Thursday, when a mob of 150 men 
waylaid nonunion miners on their 
way to work and beat them. 

Thirty-five men were beaten with 
stones, bricks and pick handles, 10 
of them so severely that they re- 
quired medical attention. 

The operators, headed by J. L. 
Stratman of Higginsville, told the 
Governor there has been no trou- 
ble between the mine companies 
and their employes over the wages 
being paid, and that there were no 
disturbances in the district before 
organizers for the United Mine 
Workers of America appeared in 
the field recently and attempted to 
organize the miners. 

The operators told the Governor 
their employes were satisfied with 
their pay and wanted to work, but 
were afraid because of the attack 
Thursday and threats of more seri- 
ous violence. Mines at Higginsville 
and Corder were closed temporari- 
ly after the outbreak Thursday. 

Afraid to Reopen Mines. 

The mine owners informed the 
Governor they had been unable to 
obtain definite assurances of pro- 
tection from Prosecuting Attorney 
W. W. Sehwartz and Sheriff Karl 
Hammer of Lafayette County, and 
did not want to reopen their mines 
until they were assured their prop- 
erty and the lives of their employes 
would be safeguarded.: 

The Governor told the delegation 
he would take up the matter with 
Shartel, and an investigation would 
be made. He explained the State 
had no authority to intervene un- 
less local law' enforcement author- 
ities failed to function, but that 
the National Guard could be called 
out to preserve order if necessary. 

The Governor pointed out that 
under the law the Attorney-Gen- 
eral could be assigned to aid local 
authorities, if the local authorities 
requested such aid. Mayor R. A. 
Huscher of Higginsville then made 
a request. 

Shartel said Purteet was assigned 
at Huscher’s request, and also will 
be available to assist Prosecuting 
Attorney Schwarts if the latter re- 
quests it. 

The Attorney-General said he h 
confidence in the ability of local 
authorities, but desired to co-oper- 
ate, “because of the importance of 
keeping Missouri safe from vio- 
lence and flagrant disregard for 
law and order.” 

Right of “Peaceful Persuasion.” 

“We recognize the right of all 
citizens to present their grievances 
in a peaceful and orderly fashion. 
and their right to resort to peace- 
able persuasion,” Shartel said, “but 
their relations must not culminate 
in violence. No one has the right 
to engage in activities which jeop- 
addise the lives and property of 
others. 

“I favor labor in securing good 
wages and good working conditions 
but my sympathy ends where vio- 
lence begins. The best element of 
labor is secretly, if not openly, for 
law and order. Many are intimi- 
dated by influence within their own 
ranks and do not dare to express 
their thoughts. But my personal 
knowledge is that the average 
working man who tries to raise his 
family decently, warmly welcomes 
and squarely stands for law and 
order. The prime lesson for al! 
‘true friends. of labor to learn is 
that law and order must be impar- 
tially preserved by the State as a 
basis for securing justice.”

Kingshighway Northwest and 
Widened Gravois Avenue to Be 
Completed Soon. 

Pavement of Riverview drive, 
between Broadway and Chain of 
Rocks, will be finished and open#d 
to traffic before the end of the 
week. There is a 40-foot concrete 
roadway between St. Cyr avenue 
and the north line of Chain of 
Rocks Park and a 22-foot concrete 
roadway between Broadway and 
St. Cyr.

American scientist, produces enor- 
mous voltage of electrical energy. 

His discovery will be developed 
at the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology to 15,000,000 or 20,- 
000,000 volt capacity for experi- 
menting with the. possibility of 
transmuting the elements on a 
practical, commercial scale. 

This electrical development is an- 
nounced by the American Institute 
of Physics, a new scientific organ- 
ization directed by Dr. Henry A. 
Barton. Van de Graaff’s first ma- 
chine will be displayed at the in- 
gugural dinner of the institute here 
Tuesday. 

Dr, Arthur H. Compton, Ameri- 
can Nobel prize winner, will de- 
scribe the discoveries announced 
recently at the @#ternational meet- 
ing of physicists at Rome. 

Van de Graaff, while at Prince- 
ton University as a national re- 
search council fellow, developed a 
machine which produces great elec- 
trical energy much as the old-fash- 
ioned endless chain in a well fills a 
large bucket with water. Van de 
Graaff’s endless chains are end- 
less belts of silk ribbon. They 
gather electricity on their surfaces 
by passing close to brushes con- 
nected with direct current genera- 
tors. This~electricity is carried up 
the ribbon belt to the inside of a 
metal sphere, the size of a bushel
